Although it is douttful whether the an- 
niversary of the birthday of the Dowager 
Empress of China will receive more than 
passing notice in the columns of the Press 
the occasion is one of considerable public 
interest. ‘Tite old Indy -at Peking has'now 
reached the allotted span of three-score 
years and ten and has recognised. that 
the time is fast approaching when she, must 
cease to interest herself in affairs of State 
and when her political influence will begin 
to wane, Buta few weeks since she is re- 


. ported as stating that she was now worn out 


with aye, and that her strength and health 
is far different’ from before. "If it were not 
on account of the perilous state of the 
Empire this year, she ddded, she would have 
retired to Eho Park long ago, to confine 
herself in {otal seclusion from the rest of the 
world, allowing the Emperor to, take his 
course, $uch ‘were her remarks when ap- 
proached with, reference to the ceremonies 
proposed by the Board of Rights in 
celebration of her seventieth birthday. 
Last year she ordered claborate preparations 
to be made for the occasion, and nobody 
ventured to predict how much money would 
be wasted onthe tunction, It will be re- 
membered that lately she issued a Decree 
that her coming binhday should be cele- 
brated in such a way as to curtail expenses 
as much 1s possible, in consideration of the 
exigencies of the time ; but now, as Tecent 
affairs indicate, the order will not be forced 
not to say that it has been cancelled. This 
sudden change of the Empress-Dowager’s 
inind, it is learned, ig attributed tothe work 
of members of the Iinperial Houschold, who 
heavily bribed a certain eunuch to persuade 
her to celebrate her birthday in the usual 


manner, ‘They can make money out of it. 


and, moreover, it will afford them a splen- 
did opportunity to carry out their innermost 
desireg, lt was in the autumn of 1898 that 
she claimed for herself the position as sole 
Regent for the Kmperor—a position which 
after the intriguing of 1900 was calmly and 
formally recognized by the representatives 
in Peking of the various foreign countries, 
A power such as hers, unseen and uncon- 
trolled by any of the influence of Western 
thought and custom, is almost impossible to 
realise, yet the lustory of the last lew years 
in China shows miistakably that there 
is nO power so unlimited or unquestioned in 
the greal empire of which she is ostensibly 
the ruler. ‘The outlines of contemporary 
Chinese history are litte known to the 
world at large. ‘The present Emperor of 
China succeeded when only four years old, 
and the regency was held by the hand of 
the Einpress Dowager, who was to act 
as regent till he attained his majority at 
the age of fifteen. ‘The relations be- 
tween them have been always anomalous 
and intricate, while the Emperor's men- 
tal and physical imperfections, as well 


‘Jas the feelings of filial deference always 


shown by him to his adopted mother, 
fave increased the difficulties, After his 
accession the Empress Dowager continued 


way the power behind the throne, and was no 


more sternly impressed upon the country 
than in the action she took to put an end to 
the reform movement in China. That she 
secretly encouraged the Boxer agitation, 
while ostensibly opposing it, is undoubted, 
though at first she intended to arrest it al o 
moment which seemed fittest to herself. 
The niovement, however, got beyond her 
conuol, and soon became so serious that 
she was nearly powerless. Since those 
terrible days of anxiety she has shown in 
many ways her desire to be friendly 
with the Powers, and above all lo be civil to 
the ladies of the various Legations. ‘The 
result of all this tends to show that she is 
too clever to commit any indiscretions which 
would embroil China in the campaign further 
North, But years must tell and when at 
length she ceases to control the affairs of 
‘her country a change may come o'er the 
scene, and Progress may be, the watchword 
of an-arrested civilisation.

ALLEGED ILLEGAL ACTION. | 
‘At the meeting of the Sanitary Board last 
evening a lengthy communication’ was rend 
from Mr. ‘Abmet Rumjahn respecting certain, 
lime-washing prosecutions, instituted by Senor 
Inspector Lyons, in the eastern district. In 
the course of his letter he wrote that, from 
interviews he had had. with some’ of the 
owners who had been prosecuted and con> 
victed for failing to carry out lime-washing 
work to the Satisfaction of the Inspector, he was 
convinced that the proceeding of the Inspector 
confirmed his allegations that if owners of 
property had been fainly treated there would 
“not We any necessity for prosecutions, He 
detailed the result of various visits to the Tai 


Hang Village, Causeway Bay, und concluded’ 


his letter as follows :—Thers have been about 
twenty ottier prosecutions against tenement 
houses, but some of the tenants assured mathat 
the Inspector never saw their houses before 
summoning the owners and getting them 
finedr I informed the Hon. Brewin the next 
day of what I had heard and seen in the 
village and also what [ had noticed about 
the condition of the latrine on’ top of Ship 
Street. L believe he has seen the owners and 
occupiers of the houses mentioned herein, 

Mr, Rumjahn informed the Board that after 
reading the report of Dr. Barnett he had again 
visited some of the houses in question and was 
convinced that they were not occupied by 
members of mare than one family. The law 
required that a‘house or part ofa house if 
occupied by members of more than one family 
had to be limewashed biennially. The houses 
he had visited, although egempted from the 
operation, bad been limewashed twice this year 
and yet the owners were prosecuted and fined. 
He was informed that Insp, Lyons, who took 
out the surimunses, had not visited the houses 
and made inquiries, It was bis bounden duty; 
to do so betore. prosecuting those innoceot 
poor people, te had simply made out the 
applications; got them initialled ‘by some- 
body in the office, took out a summons and got. 
the owners fined... ‘Shis_was_a. very serious 
matter. : fas ; 

- Dr. Atkinson —The Magistrate has already 
decided that they are tenement houses.. 

Mr. Ramjaho,—Verhaps the Magistrate had 
not bis attention drawn as to whether the 
houses were occupied by members of more 
than one family. It was not a question of 
tenement houses. : : 

Hon. Brewin said he had been through 
the houses mentioned by Mr. Rumjabn. 
He certainly .found ‘three of them’ were 
occupied by members of one ‘family. He 
wat surprised that the Inspector should 
have dreamt they were not 4a, Tho 
houses were perfectly clean and well lime- 
washed, He felt quite sure the Laspector had
